The Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee has 
received a third grant from the 


'. The United States Department 


of Agriculture (USDA) to gut 
the interior of the historic fish 
hatchery building. 

Bruce Patrick, chairman of 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee, said the 
USDA has awarded a $26,000 
Rural Enterprises grant to 
Crawford County to focus on 
improving the interior of the fish 
hatchery building. 

The grant will be used to 
‘remove the paneling, insulation, 
wiring and utilities from the 
building’s interior, some of 
which has been vandalized over 
the years since the building was 
closed, 

“It will basically be a shell 
once we get done. Then, it will 
be all ready to go once we figure 
out what we want to do on the 
inside,” Patrick said. 

A $13,000 local match will be 
required for the project. 

Last year, the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Steering Committee 
received a $20,000 grant to

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City seeks input 
on snow removal 
ordinance

As the last gravel covered 
snow piles are melting away, 
Grayling City officials are plan- 
ning for a snow removal policy 
for next winter, 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer has drafted a snow han- 
dling and removal policy which 
has been reviewed by the 
Grayling City Council at their 
last two meetings. 

Thayer said that the snow 
removal policy was prompted by 
the heavy winter snowfall and 
questions from residents and 
businesses on how they should 
deal with snow on their property. 
In addition, Thayer said large 
mounds of snow along the I-75 
Business Loop have damaged 
elements of the community’s 
streetscape. The large piles of 
snow also created visual hazards 
for motorists. 

Under the proposed ordinance, 
all businesses, residences and 
public entities are required to 
attend to all snowfall that accu- 
mulates over two inches in a 24 
hour period to protect the safety 
and welfare of the general pub- 
lic. Efforts must be made to 
eliminate the hazards that the 
snow accimulations may create. 

All commercial properties 
with parking areas for public use 
shall designate a snow storage 
area on-site under the ordinance. 
Snow removed from commercial 
parking lots shall not be placed 


on the property of others, on any 
public roadway or on any public 
right-of-way. If snow exceeds its 
on-site storage area capacity, the 
property owner must have the 
snow hauled way. 

“They need to deal with snow 
on-site, and once that gets full, 
they need to haul it away, other- 
wise they’re going to be filling 
up more parking spaces,” Thayer 


said. 


Residential property owners 
are not allowed to place snow on 
public roadways or public right- 
of-ways when it creates a public 
hazard, impedes traffic flow or 
impairs a driver’s vision. 

Residential property owners 
adjacent to local streets, that 
have sidewalks abutting their 
properties, are not mandated to 
keep them free of snow. 
Residential property owners, 
however, are not allowed to add 
to the natural snowfall condi- 
tions which create hazardous 
conditions. 

Under the ordinance, the city 
wil] designate high profile 
pedestrian walkways for the 
snow removal and will maintain 
passage on those sidewalks for 
public use. Routes to schools, 
businesses in the central business 
district and commercial shop- 
ping districts will be considered 
under the designation for snow 
removal. — |

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Beaver Creek residents 
concerned about gas wells

Crawford County officials, 
last week, agreed to facilitate a 
meeting between Beaver Creek 
Township residents and a gas 
company over future well 
drilling plans. 

A group of Beaver Creek 
Township residents attended the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners meeting last 
week, asking for help addressing 
gas wells planned to be drilled in 
the area, 

BreitBurn, a California based 
company, purchased Quicksilver 
Resources in Gaylord last year. 

The company already has a 
number of sweet gas wells, wells 
that don’t contain hydrogen sul- 
fide gas, in the township. 

But, the company is going 
through the regulatory process 
with the Michigan Department 
of Quality to drill sour gas wells, 
wells that contain hydrogen sul- 
fide and emit a rotten egg smell, 
in the same area. 

Led by Marian Long, a regis- 
tered nurse at Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, the residents have 
sought the help of Beaver Creek 
Township and Crawford County 
officials in hopes of convincing 
the company to drop the well 
drilling plans or drill the wells in 


another location. 

Property owners fear 
increased traffic. from drilling 
rigs and decreased property val- 
ues if the wells are located near 
their homes. Long-term expo- 
sure to hydrogen sulfide can be a 
health hazard or even deadly if 
their is a gas spill, Long said. 

“Y’m hoping that they’! have a 
little bit of social conscience and 
will reconsider drilling these 
wells that are so close in proxim- 
ity to these houses,” Long said. 

Long has retained lawyers 
specializing in environmental 
law to learn more about the com- 
pany’s drilling plans, but said 
that there were little defenses at 
their use. 

“There aren’t really a lot of 
legal protections for people in 
our situation,” she said. 

County Commissioner Scott 
Hanson said that changes made 
in the early 1990s precluded 
changing the township zoning to 
prevent the gas wells. 

“If the zoning was all 
switched, that would not be a 
legal stop to exclude gas wells,” 
he said. 

Hanson, a retired Canip— 
Grayling operations officer, said 
the military halted training in the

Hanson and his friends failed 
to save the native fish, whose 
habitat was destroyed by float- 
ing logs down the river to local 
lumber mills, but their work 
with brook and brown trout suc- 
peeded. |, 1 as OLR hear 

e initial fish hatchery build- 
ing was built in 1919, The cur- 
rent fish hatchery building was 
built in 1948. 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s and 
received permission from the 
state to open the hatchery after it 
had been closed for several 
years. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee completed 
a project to restore the fish 
hatchery grounds with a 
$464,000 Department of Natural 
Resources grant in 2003.

McCain’s age could become political issue 


HOW OLD is too old to be 
president of the United States? 

That question is on the minds 
of many voters because the 
Republican candidate-in-waiting 
is Sen. John McCain. If elected in 
November, President McCain at 
72 would be the oldest person to 
assume the office. 

In the age sweepstakes, he 
would beat another Republican, 
Ronald Reagan, who often is 
cited by candidate McCain as a 
political hero, Mr. Reagan was 69 
when he first became president in 
1981, 

If Mr. McCain’s 72 years are 
considered old these days, then 
Mr. Reagan was ancient by the 
time he left the Oval Office after 
his second term, just shy of his 
78th birthday. 

Using the same yardstick, if 
Mr. McCain were elected to two 
terms, he would be 80 when leav- 
ing the White House. 


But is 72 too old to take on the 
burdens of commander in chief 
and all the other stresses and 
crises, both foreign and domes- 
tic, that go with being president 
of the United States? 

* * * 

ANOTHER SEPTUAGENAR- 
IAN, US Rep. Jack Murtha of 
Pennsylvania directly has posed 
the question that many voters are 
silently pondering. 

Mr. Murtha, 75, is well regard- 
ed for his military service, as is 
Sen. McCain. He also is consid- 
ered a congressional expert on 
military affairs, a staunch cham- 
pion of veterans, and for several 
years has been calling for 
removal of troops from Iraq. 

The burdens of the presidential 
office, including the military bur- 
dens, are too much for a man of 
Mr. McCain’s age, according to 
Mir. Murtha. 

“I’ve served with seven presi- 


dents,” Mr. Murtha told a union 
audience recently while cam- 
paigning for Hillary Clinton in 
Pennsylvania. “When they come 
in, they all make mistakes. They 
all get older.” 

According to an Associated 
Press news story, Mr. Murtha 
said: “This guy running is about 
as old as me. Let me tell you 
something. It’s no old man’s job.” 

In response, in a follow up 
CNN interview, Mr. McCain told 
of his respect and admiration for 
Mr. Murtha and said: “Speak for 
yourself, Jack. I’m doing fine.” 

That’s a perfect response. 

i * * 

ADVANCING AGE can be a 
problem when performing tough 
jobs, but what is too old for the 
presidency? 

Some people in their seventies 
are more alert and vigorous than 
others in their sixties or fifties. 
Advancing age does not affect 


everyone in the same way, and 
Mr. McCain always has 
impressed me with his physical 
stamina and mental capacity. 

Michigan has no age limit for 
legislators or governors. 

‘We do limit our judges, howev- 
er, both local and state. No one 
can run for judicial office after 
his or her 70th birthday but can 
fulfill any term elected before 70. 
If elected at age 69, for example, 
a judge can serve the balance of 
the term, which may be for six or 
eight years, but cannot run again. 

On the federal bench, there is 
no such limit, and many US 
Supreme Court members stay on 
the bench until they die. 

Congress has no age limit. US 
Sen. Strom Thurmond kept being 
elected through his 90s, for 
example — although his last sev- 
eral years in office were not over- 
ly productive. 

So if age is no barrier in mak- 


ing federal laws, or interpreting 
the US constitution and federal 
laws, why should age be a barrier 
in carrying out the laws as presi- 
dent? 

* * * 

MOST OFFICE holders, 
including presidents, I presume, 
believe they simply “will know” 
when they are too old to do their 
jobs anymore, and graciously 
step aside at that time. 

The problem with this theory, 
however, is that in my experience 
(including my own) many aging 
people find it difficult to impossi- 
ble to admit to themselves — 
much less to others — that some- 
how their capacities have been 
reduced by age. 

The truth is aging folks just 
aren’t the same as they used fo 
be, and they simply cannot per- 
form either physical or mental 
activities like they once did and 
think they still can.

Support efforts 
to seek. justice.. 


To the editor: 

When ‘a child comes to the 
attention of the judicial system 
as a primary victim, and, or as a 
witness, it is likely the result of 
abuse, either physical or sexual. 

Children who are put in these 
situations are the truest kind of 
victims. They neither asked for 
nor deserved the abuse that was 
inflicted upon them. - 

As a result of the abuse, they 
often face a long and difficult 
road to recovery. At the very 
minimum, they deserve respect 
and consideration from the sys- 
tems that were put into place to 
protect them. Unfortunately, 
this does not always happen, 

Recently in the 46th Circuit 
Court, a.criminal sexual conduct 
trial was held and the victim 
was achild. This child demon- 
strated a tremendous amount of 
courage in disclosing the abuse 
that had taken place and in sur- 
viving the endless questions by 
police, protective services and 
counselors. This victim mus- 
tered the strength to go through 
with a physical exam in an effort 
to collect evidence. Despite 
pain, fear, sleepless nights and 
severe emotional difficulties, 
this child found the strength to 
actively pursue criminal charges 


against the abuser. The victim 
sought justice. 
Considering the abuse 


spanned two jurisdictions, a 
downstate court asked for the 
first opportunity to prosecute 
the defendant. Charges were 
filed with a local police depart- 
ment upon the completion of the 
downstate trial. 

The child was told to go on 
with her life and await the trial, 
If only it were that easy. 
Everyday, when this child came 
‘home from school, she would 
ask her mom or dad, “did you 
hear anything about court 
today,” only to be disappointed 
time and time again. She was 
strong though and trusted those 
who were suppose to protect 
victims. She trusted those who 
were suppose to seek justice for 


her. 

Month after month went by, 
with the trial being delayed for 
one reason or.another. The trial 
that could end a nightmarish 


time and time again. These 
delays continued for 15 months. 
Finally, despite an attempt made 
by the prosecutor to delay the 
trial yet again, it was held 21 
months after the victim first dis- 
closed the abuse. 
One and a half days later, the 
jury found the defendant not 
guilty. One question the jury 
had was why had it taken so 


‘long. That question was never 


answered in court, As a result of 
this, there is a child who was 
denied justice, 

A child, who waited with 
strength, courage, persistence 
and a real sense of class, was 
denied the right to feel safe, to 
feel heard and to feel believed. 

This should never have hap- 
pened, and in an effort to see 
that this does not happen to 
another child, Senator Stamas’ 
office has: been contacted in 
hopes of implementing a man- 
dated timeframe for cases 
involving child victims. 

You can help. Scattered at 
local businesses, churches and 
medical facilities are petitions 
that will be given to Senator 
Stamas. Show your support for 
this proposed idea by signing 
one of these petitions, You can 
also contact Senator Stamas 
directly at PO.

The victim whose story you 
just read was denied justice 
because of a system that failed.

Paul uses over 3 dozen per- 
sonal pronouns in the last few 
verses Of Romans 7 to remind us 
of the impossibility of sanctifica- 
tion by self effort under God’s 
holy law. He has already told us 
in Romans 7:12 that God’s law is 
holy, just and good. Yet God’s 
holy, just and good law can only 
teveal the presence, power, and 
perversion of sin in our daily 
lives, it has no power to remove 
sin, 

So Paui admits that God’s 
holy law teaches us law’s good- 
ness in Romans 7:16: “16If then 
I do that which I would not, | 
consent unto the law that it is 
good.” As he already taught us 
in Romans 7:15, God’s law 
teaches us what is right and 
wrong, and what to love or hate.

Beaver Creek Township 
resident Kathy Pardo Carlson, a 
paramedic for the Denton 
Township Fire Department and a 
firefighter and EMT for the 
Higgins Township _ Fire 
Department/EMS, spearheaded 
the effort to get the pet oxygen 
masks. Carlson said that when 
family pets are subjected to the 
inhalation of smoke or inhaled tox- 
ins, they are hard to resuscitate. 
Emergency responders frequently 
attempt ventilation efforts with 
either poor success rates and/or 
danger to themselyes. Attempting 
mouth to snout breathing on an 
animal leaves the responder in 
jeopardy if the animal comes 
around, is fearful and attempts to 
bite the responder. In addition, it 
has been hard to administer much 
needed oxygen to these pets in 
those types of emergencies. With 
the donation of pet oxygen masks, 
emergency personnel can adminis- 
ter oxygen, and with the addition 
of a bag-valve system, can perform 
rescue breathing for a family pet 
who has suffered smoke inhalation 
during a house fire.
